- onthe/inyard, they were mighty zealous and ear- 
neſt in the Worſhip of Falſe gods,and Devils; their Falſe 
gods were many, both of things in Heaven, Earth, and 
Sea: And there they had their Men-gods, Women-gods, 
andChildren-gods, their Companies, and Fellowſhips of 
gods: or Divine Powers, guiding things amongſt men, 
.belides innumerable more feigned gods belonging to 
many Creatures, totheir Corn, and every Colour of it : 


The Devil alſo with his Angels had his Kingdom among 


them, in them; account him they did, the terror of the 
Living, the.god of the Dead, under whoſe cruel power 


. and into whoſe deformed likeneſs they conceived them- 


ſelves tobe tranſlated when they died; for the ſame 
word they have for Devil, they uſe alſo for a Dead Mar, in 
their Language: by him they were often hure in their 
Bodies, diſtracted in their Minds, wherefore they had 
many meetings with their Pawwaws (who uſually had a 
hand in their hurt) to pacifie the Devil by their Sacrifice, 
and get deliverance from their evil ; I have ſometimes 
marvelled to ſee the vehemency of their Spirits, which 
they ated with no Teſs bodily violence therem. [The 
Pawwaws counted their Imps their Preſervers, had them 
treaſured up in their bodjes, which they brought forth 
to hurt their enemies, and heal their friends ; who when 
they had done fome notable Cure, wonld fhew the Imp 
m the palm of his Hand to the Indians, who with much 
amazement Tooking on tt,Detfied them, then at all times 
feeking tothem for curein all ſickneſfles, and connſel in 
all caſes: This Diabolical way they weretn, giving heed 


to a multitude of Heathen Traditions of their gods, and 

many other things, under the obſeryation whereof,they 
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with much flayery were held, and abounding with fins, 
havingonly anpbſcure Notion of» godgreater than-all, 
whichthey call Mari, butthey knew not whathe was, 
ores held no way to worlkip him, © — 
What anentranceT hadat firſt amongſt theſe-miſern- - 
- ble Heathen, bow: calted thereunto,':and\ what ſacceſs = 
God bleſſed ns with, hath been inſome menſure zlready 
prey which will lhope throtigh the dew of Gods 
lefling from Heaven, haveſuch'a gracious increaſe;that 
rhe bloiſoming and buddingtime ſhal at leaft be ackriow- 
ledged, and by many more God blefled for it, inthe 
growth of the fruit t0:more- maturity; Since it hath 
pleaſed God to ſend his Word to theſe poor captivated 
men (bond(laves to fin and Satan) he hath' through met- 
cy brought two hundred eighty three Indians (not coun- 
ting. yong children in the number) to renounce their 
falſe gods, Devils, and Pawwaws, and publickly in fe. 
meetings, before many witneſles, have they difclaimed 
the Divinity of their formerly adored multitude, defied 
- their tyrannical Deſtroyer theDevil, and utterly refu-

they at any time, either by threatnings or flatteries been 
drdwn thereto;although their lives have been in hazard;

Therefore in 
way of preparation of them therennto, Idid this Summer call 
Forth ſundry of them inthe dayes of our publick Aſfemblies 
inGods Worſhip ; ſomtimes on the Sabbath when I could be 
with them, and ſometimes on LeAure daies, to make confeſſi- 

- on before the Lord of their former (ins, and of their preſent 
knowledg of Chriſt, and experience of his Grace ; which they 
ſolemnly doing, Iwrote down their Confeſſions : which ha- 
ving done, and being in my own heart hopefulthat there was 
amons them fit matcer for a Church, 1did requeſt all the El- 
ders about us to hear them reade, that ſo.chey mighe give me- 
xdvice whatto do in this great, and ſolemn buſineſs ; which 
being done on a "oy gn for the purpoſe, it pleaſed 
God to give their Confeſſions ſach acceprance in their hearts, . 
as that they ſaw nothing to hinder their proceeding, to try 
how the Lord would appear therein. Whereupon, after a 
day of Faſting and Prayer among our ſelves, to ſeek the Lord 
in that behalf, there was another day of Faſting and Prayer 
appointed, and publick notice thereof, and ofthe names of 
Indians were to confeſs, and enter into Covenant that day, 
was given to all the, Churches about ns, to ſeek the Lord yer 
further herein, and to make ſolemn Confeſhons of Chriſt his ' 
Truth and Grace, and further to try whether the Lord 
would vouchſafe ſuch grace unto them, as to give them ac- 
ceptance among the Saints, into the fellowſhip of Church-E-- 
ſtate, and enjoyment of thoſe Ordinances which the Lord-. 
hath betruſted his Churches withal. That day was che thir- 
teenth of the eighth month. 

When the Aſſembly was met, the firſt part of the day was 
ſpent.in Prayer unto God, and exerciſe in the Word of God - 
in which, my ſelf firſt ; and after that, two of the Indians did- 
Exerciſe ; and {0 the time was ſpent $111 after ten, or near ele- 
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ven of the clock. Then addreffing our ſelves unto the fur- 


ther work of the day,-I firſt requeſted the reverend Elders 
(many being preſent) that they would ask them Queſtions 
touching the fundamental Pornts of Religion, that thereby 
they might have ſome tryal of their knowleds, and better 
that way, than if themſelves ſhould ' of themſelves declare 
what they beleeve,' or than if I ſhould askthem Queſtions in 
theſe matters: Aſter a little conference hereabout, it was 
concluded, That they ſhould firſt. make confeſlion of their 
experience in the-Lords Work upon their hearts, becauſe in 


ſo doing, itis like ſomething wilt be difcerned of cheir know-. 


ledg in the Dodrines of Religion : and if after thoſe Confef- 
ſions there ſhould yer be 5, to inquire farther touching a- 
ny Point of Religion it might be fitly done at laſt. Where- 
upon we ſo-proceeded, and 'called them forth in order to 
make confeſſion. Tt was moved inthe Aﬀſembly by Reverend 
Mr. /i//0n, that their former Confeffions alſo,as well as theſe 
which they made at preſenc, might be read unto theAſſembly; 
becauſe it was evident that they were daunted much, to ſpeak
